Tex ; but an I shall show that I 
expect a re-payment by the colonists 
It will not In the long run be very 
expensive, while It will, like the rent 
of tho scheme, prove a moat economi- 
cal mothod of benefiting the poor. 

S. How do you propose going about 
tho transfer ? 

I should bring the people over In 
companies of 10(1 and upwards. In
